United States Will Pay $25,- 
000,000 For Islands-Landt- 
thing Votes 0. K. 

Copenhagen, Dec. 22.— Both houses 
of the Danish Parliament now have 

s(t>proved the sale of the Danish West 

Indies to the I'nited ."States. The 
Landsthing, or upper house, voted 
favorably upon the pro|)osition 40 to 
19. The bill for ratiticatton of the 
treaty providing for the sale wap 
adopted hy the Koikething yesterday. 

Aoproval by Denmark's Parliament 
of the treaty by which the United 
States will acquire the Danish West 
Indies opens the way for a pi uinpt ex- 
change of ratification between the two 
Governments and consummation of 
negotiations that iMve been in prog- 
ress intermittently .since the Civil 
War. 

The United States Senate already 
has given its approval, and as soon 
as thefomaal exchanges have taken 

place the Administration will pre.ss 
measures in Congress appropri.iting 
the jHirehasf price, $2.'i,aK),()00 and 
providing for the institution of an 
American territorial Government on 
the islaiifls.
